Sex. A remarkable Inſtance whereot I [hall here preſent 
you with. 

At  Deptford' in the County of Kent, at the (ign of 
the Kings Head; for ſometime paſt, as a Maid-Servant 
in the Houſe there hath lived one A/ary, who hath 
pretended her ſelf in her Converſation, Referved and 
Honelt enough for one of her Age, being 30 or there- 
abouts, til] about 7 or 8 Months paſt ſhe uſed ordi- 
narily to keep Company with \one Charles Parſons, a 
Young: Min lately gore 10: Sex, with whum ſhe was ob» 
ferved 10 be ſomwhat Familiar 3 inſomuch that the No1gh- 
bours looked upon her as enher Morried to him, or at 
leaſt as free-o6 her Favours as f ſhe had: and in a itrle 
time her ſquea wih Stomach gave her Miſtrils cauſe ro: 
regard her mre Norrowlv, and began to f.i{pett that her 
Sweetheart had given her x Belly full of Love, as 
afterwards it proved bnr too true; for that about the 
beginning of this laſt Munch of J»/y., the ſame appeared 
fo. evident that none but, obſerved 4, and charged her 
therewith, much about the time that Charles Parſons left 
her, to purſue a Voyage to the Indies: upon which, be- 
wg n9 longer able to. hide the ſame, ſhe freely. confeſſed 
that Hans in Kelder was then (ix Months Old, and. that 
Eharles Parfons was the Father thereof, applying her ſelt 
zccordingly to his Mother, and — her thar 
they were Married, deliriog her to afliſt her towards her 
Iying Down.

D-fi-n-wa 1 7s Whe, agreed to dreſs the Youngeſt 
in Wemens Clivaths, and accordingly to Marry each 
other, : thereby deſigning by a liberal Reward to the 
Parſon. to get an admiſion for the frit Night into 
his Houſe to play the Love Scuffle for the pretended 
Wifes Maiden-head : by which Opportunity whilſt the 
Parſon was at his Morging Studies, the party who re- 
preſented the Wife, and was enamonred of the good 
Mans Bed-fellow, changed Beds and left her nominal Huf- 
band, to enjoy the real Wife 3 which the Parſon not at all 
ſuſpeQing, readily afſented to, and Ignoramly brought 
Cuckoldom upon himſelf. Remembring I ſay this Story, 
they conſented with themſelves that two Women might 
as well. commit. Afatrimony as two Men, and in a ditfe- 
rent Garbe deecive ther Eyes of any who ſhould be 
the SpeRators thereof.

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Which defign being thus agreed on the Carpenters Wife 
gets a Suit of her Huſbands Cloaths ra which ſhe arrays 
her felf, and ſets to work ( without her Cheif-Tool) to 
att the Mans part, praCtiling her Congees and diale& tobe 
perfe therein, againſt theday (he defignedto at the ſame 3 
which ſoon after came about, and having all things ready 
away they trudged for St. George's Church in Southwark, 
the Carpenters Wife taking upon her, thename of Charles 
Parſons, and repreſenting him : They gave notice of their 
intentions to the Clark of the Pariſh, that they deſired 
to be Joyned in Matrimony, which the Miniſter and 
Clark at firſt not at all ſuſpeQing them, refdily conſented 
unto, but inthe time of Adminiſtring the Ceremony they 
begun a little to heſicate at what they were a doings ima- 
gineing by the ſoftneſs of her Tone, which ſhe could 
not ſo well Counterfeit, that ſhe was not, what ſhe repre- 
ſented : and the rather when ſhe was to anſwer to thoſe

After which the 'Ceremony being ended 
and the Certificate a makeing, ſhe drew the Clark afide 3 
telling him that true it was, Dabling with his ſaid Wife 
before Marriage, he had got her with Child, and that ſhe 
was very forward, being neer fix Months = of her time, 
and fearing that his Wites Relations, and his own, might 
take notice of the Date of the Certificate to his diſad- 
vantage, defired that the ſame might be Antedated, pro- 
miſſing the Clark to reward him for'ſo doing : which, 
after many importunities he at laſt conſented toz and ac- 
cordingly Dated the ſame, about fix Months before,
